The death of their 
3 Leader ſtruck ſuch a damp in the Hearts of our Enemies, 
F that thoſe who a little before thought themſelves Con- 
2 querors, after a weak Oppoſition, betook them to their 
Jy Heels 3 being purſued and ſlaughtered at Pleaſure byour 
8 Mcn, who followed the renowned Frederick, witha full 
3 aſſurance of an intire Vidtory 3 for the Confirmation of 
= which, meeting none in that part of the Field, but ſuch 
Y as offered their Throats to our Swords 3 He called to 
4 thoſe who were neareſt him, telling them they had done 
y nothing, till the day was as much ſecured in other places 
; as Where they had then fought; and being anſwered, 
| That lead where he would, they were ready to dye by 
$ his Side, or Vanquiſh with him 3 having by this time 
| drove the ſcattered Wing of the Enemy quite out of the 
Ficld, he whecled about, and fell in upon the Rear of 
the main Body, finding them ſo much work where they 
leaſt expected it, that they ſoon deliſted from further 
[oe Fae Re preſſing 
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_ preſſing upon the King to defend themſelves againſt tha 
impetuoſicy of a freſh Charge 3 but the Shouts of ow 
Men crying out, -The Rebel Albazin is dead, and an Of. 
cer of ours, having after my Maſter left the Place when; 
he fell, cut off his Head and. tixt it on the point of ; 
Launce, brought it in fight of thoſe were ſtill Fighting; 
which SpeGacle 'was ſo amazing to them, that now dc. 
{ſperate eitherof ſucceſs or ſafety, they were quickly r:| 
duced to the ſame condition their Left-wing was in 3 a 
thoſe of their Right, which had gained advantag 
enough before;endeavoured to ſave themſelves by a hath 
flight. There fell on the Kings Side, above eight thou 
{ſand Men, and moſt of the Officers who fought neaſf 
the King, had loſt their Lives to ſecure his, which occaliP 
oned my Maſters having the ſole leading of thoſe with}# 
whom he recovered a loſt Battel; the Enemy left dead 
on the place near thirty thouſand Men, the King putting 
all to the Sword after they had thrown down their Arms| 
As foon as my Maſter came where the King wa 
alighting from his Horſe, as he would have knel 
down , he took him in his Arms, calling him his x 
deliverer and preſerver both of his Crown and 1 
Life, nor was there a Souldier in the Army-, but 
attributed . their Victory to my Maſters Courage, þ 
It will not be to my purpoſe to trouble your Highnels 
with any other circumſtances paſt there, more than that 
all was reduced again to the Kings obcdience 3 and after 
four 'months-abſcnce we arrived ſafe again at Tunis : my 
Maſter being recovered of his wounds, and grown in 
ſuch eſteem with the King, that he was by all termed 
the favourite-Slave, One thing I had like to have omit- 
| ed, that my friend Mzbomai who held a conſiderable 
Charge in the Army, was at the beginning of the Fight 
dangerouſly wounded and carried out of the Field 3 but 
afterwards he recovered, having been during his illneſs,

angry, to be refuſed that by a Slave, which he thought 
deſerved the Prayers of Princes to obtain , was fatisfhed 
with what one of the Priefis told him, that Frederick 
when he had ſlain Albazin, put on his green Turbar, 
which colour being ſacred to their Prophet, the Chriſti- 
an who is bold to prophane it by the wearing, ought by 
their Laws, either to change his Religion or expiate with 
his Blood the offence. .

had taken no weak poſſeſſion of her Breaſt, and that | 
cbuld no way oblige her more, than in being careful of: 
Life was more than indifferent to her 3 in Order to which 
ſhe tcſolved I ſhould continue where I was till Night, 
and then adviſed me for ſome time to leave the City, | 
having not appeared publickly in it for tnany days before; 
and having given me ſome Fruit ſhe brought with her, 
Kft me till an hour within night , when bearing mc 
Company to the farther ſide of the Garden, our ſepan- 
tion likely to be Jong, was ſufficiently afflictive. 

As ſoon as I found my felf at Liberty, without farther 
delay, I left the City, and by Day-break reached ny 
Country-houſe in Peniaflor, having walked five Leagues 
_ that Night 3 my Friend Alvaro was got thither betore 
me, who told me, that hearing the noiſe in the ſtreet 
was made upon the unhappy young Mans Death,whomhe 
concluded I had killed 3 and fearing ifthe adjacent houſes

The week after, being removed to Town, I accompa- 
nied my Friend in a Viſit he made to Caffandra, who had 


expreſſed to him in a Letter a detixe of ſeeing me, and af- | 


ter the neceſſary Compliments, the gave me an Account 
of her having viſited Narciſſa, who promiſed to return 
it intwo days, when ſhe deſired me to come with Alvaro, 
that I might have the opportunity of ſeeing her 3 I was 
very punctual at the time, and enjoyed all the freedome

unheard of accident in the world bete]] us. 

Leriano, who once hoped tobe the Husband of Narciſſ.z 
finding himſelf neglected by Don Ferdinand, who preferred 
Grotilus before him, pretended out of diſcontent,a Voyage 
toTtaly,which every one bclieved he had undertakenzwhile 
in reality he remained concealed in Alicart.But the Night 
before that of our intended flight, having conveigh'd my

1 
atn none of that happy manz makes your very dreams 
delightful, but the moſt miſerable one upon earth 3 one, 
your beauty has raiſed to fo violent a Tranfport, that I 
have cntred this Room with a'determination of leaving 
you before T quit ir, either enjoyed ordead. Famdoubtful 
which of us was moſt amazed at the hearing ſach a vite 
dechration,” but while my diforder kept me tmmoveable, 
who are you wicked Villain ( replied Nerciſſa )that durtt 
ptofane this place with your prefence,or my Ears with the 
mention of fuch curſed refolutions 3 but retire quickly,or. 
my Cries ſhall bring that death. you threaten,on your 9wn

Head. Lovely Enemy ( anſwered he, as I gueſſed lay- 
ing hold on her) in vain you deny that to my Entreaty, 
which my Force will accompliſh. Looſe me Traytor 
( ſaid ſhe aloud ) and throwing her ſelf from the Bed, 
paſt juſt by the place where I ſtood, my Enemy ſtill ha- 
ving hold of her 3 whom diſcerning by that lictle light 
the Stars afforded through the Window , I broke his 
hold, by two or three itabs I gave him in the Breaſt 
with my Dagger, who falling at my feet, cried out, Oh 
Narciſſa, You and my love have ſlain me. I called pre- 
{ently to her, but received no Anſwer, and conſidering 
the danger would attend my ftay till Don Fernando and 
his Family were up, I haſted down Stairs to the Gar- 
den, the way I had come in at; but to add to my dittur- 
bance found the Door ſhut, and a Key left in the Lock on 
the other ſide, ſo that mine would ſtand me in no ſtead, 
I ran up Stairs 'again to find Narciſſa, who I thought 
might convey me out another way , but could meet no- 
thing but freſh diſorders 3 for by the Cries of the man | 
had wounded, the whole . Family was alarmed, and I 
heard people. haſting to the Room where 1 thought my 
ſelf contined 3 believing then I muſt of neceſlity fall a 
Victim to the fury of Don 'Fernando, 1 grew to ſo high 
a pitch of Deſpair, that rather than fall into the hands

I went direaly to the Houſe 
of Don Pedro, the Father of Caſſandra, mv Friend Alva* 
ro*'s Miſtreſs, who received me with much kindneſs, and 
the aſſurance that I ſhould remain ſafe and concealed 


- While any danger threatned me 3 and during the time I 
. continued ſo in Don Pedro's Houſe, my wounds were per- 


tealy cured, and I learned that after Don Ferdinand had 
ſeen the deſperate way I took for my eſcape, command- 
ing ſome of his Servants to godown and purſue me, he 
himſelf turned back into the room, called by the groans 
of the man I left wounded, whom he found to be Leri- 
ano my Wives Kinſman. Ferdinand perceiving him till 
able to ſpeak, inquired how he came thither, and in that 
condition 3 to which he anſwered, that having been re- 
jected for a Husband to Narciſſa, he pretended to tra- 
vel, but lying concealed ſtill in Alicant, he procured ſuch 
falſe Keys as gave him entrance to the Garden, from 
whence he had climbed up to her Chamber by a filk 
Ladder, hxt to the barrs of her Window, reſolving ci- 
ther by Perſwaton, or Force to enjoy her, thereby aſ- 
ſured he ſhould diſappoint the hopes of his Rival Grotil- 
Is, but that ſurprizing her in her Bed and aftecp, upon 
her waking ſhe called out to Felicizs, whom he was con- 
fident, being then with her, had given him thoſe wounds 
would end his unfortunate life, and begging their for- 
giveneſs of a crime he mult expiate with it, re- 
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fgned it with the blood ifſued from his wounds 3 and 
ſcarce had he breathed his latt, when they were ditturb. 
ed with a freſhaggravation to their trouble, which was, 
that Narciſſe could not be found in the Houſe : while 
they were in this confution, Grozilizs came in, who being 
informed of what Leriano had declared before his death, 
told them that himſelf had ſcen me ſeveral Nights about 
the Houſe, and determining to find out the cauſe of my 
aſliduity, was then in the fireet watching about the Gar- 
den-wall, and had a little bctore diſcovered ſome body 
come out, who fled with ſo much haſte, that he could 
' Not polſibly diſcover who it was 3 but returning to the 
Garden door, and finding it open, he heard a noife in 
the Houſe, and at the fame time diſcerned a man coine- 
ing dcwn ( by a Ladder,as he gueffed ) trom the Balcon, 
whom he purpotcd to apprehend, but purſuing him to 
the Strect-door, his Man was {hot by him, and he made 
his Eſcape.

| cuſe it ever ſince his departure. But ſome days follow- 
' Ing, all our doubts were removed by a Letter Liſardo 
brought me from the Counteſs Policena, ( to whom 1 


had wrote an account of my crue] diſaſter, ) by which 
I underſtood. that my adored Narciſſa, attended by Alva- 
ro, was arrived ſafe at her Houſe; and the reaſon why 


I knew not of it ſooner, was, that ſhe was ignorant 


where I had concealed my ſelf, to write with ſafety to 


me but truſting to Liſardo's tidelity, had ſent him to 
| defire I would without delay haſten my jeurney thither. 
This joyful news was too plealing to let me demur in 
- thelealt what I ſhould reſolve on 3 fo that however ſa- 
- tisfied with the diligence of revengetul Enemies to diſ- 
- cover me, [ took leave of Caſſandra the ſame Night, and 


in the diſguiſe of a Peaſant, ( ordering Liſardo to re- 


main behind for an Intelligencer ) I travelled by Night, 
lying private all day, without adventuring into any pub- 


lick houſe, to avoid diſcovery 3 and. after having been 


three Nights on the road, grown weary with the tedi- 
. ouſneſs ot fo diſorderly a journey, 1 went a little diſtance 


from the track, and tying my Horſe to a Tree, laid my 
{clf down under another, to take ſome reſt z where, wea- 
ried with the afflicing thoughts of the troubles had fo 
lately aſſaulted me, I fel] aſleep, but was ſoon awake- 


_ ned by aſudden noiſel heard juti by me, and rifing halti- 


ly up, I perceived by my fide, a man extended on the 


\ Earth but not finding him ſtir, Iitooped to raiſe himup, 
' when ſoon diſcerned he had reſigned his life to ſome 
wounds (as I judged by the heat was (iillin him) he had 
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newly received. Immediately I liftned to hear if there 


was any body thereabouts who had been the Author of 
ſo unexpecRed a Tragedy 3 but not perceiving avy other 


noiſe than what the Wind made among the Leaves of the 


Trees, I walked foftly afoot down towards the Rad, 
where I diſcerned a Coach, and drawing near it, found 
the Horſes hamſtring'd, and no body in it, which made 
me apprehend there had been greater violences commit- 
red, than that of the flain man under the Iree; and 
hearkning again with attention, I faycied to hear a noiſe 
like people diſcourling a little diſtance trom the High- 
way. I walked ſoftly towards the place from whence 
the noiſe came, and ſheltred by the Nights obſcurity, 
got undiſcerned ſo near as to hear one lay 3 * Alvaro Fe- 
< lix muſt pardon this error of my choler, which I 1ma-

< I have expreſt muſt needs ceaſe tocondemn you, when 
< I arm ſatisfied, that, not only the height of Love, but 
<« purſuit of a juſt Revenge made you act towards me 
* what you did, believing your Couſin Narcifſa was in 
* the Coach, guarded by your Encmies Friends. 

When I had overheard thus much.believing it a fooliſh 
temerity to fiay longer, ſo ill provided as I was, near a 
declared enemy, I returned ſottly back to the place where 
T had left my Horſe ; and proſecuting my journey, with- 
out any diſturbance, arrived the following Evening ſafe 
| at Valentia, The Noble and Charitable Counteſs recci- 
ved me with an affectionate Welcome, but when I inqut- 
red for Narciſſe, ſhe declared to know nothing more con- 
Ecrning her, than what my Letter had given cy" 
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of. At firſt, I believed ſhe only denied her in jeſt, to 
give ſome allay to the joy I had expreſt of being ſo near 
her; and to remove the doubt, I ſhewed her the Letter 
wherein ſhe ſummoned me to Valentia, but ſhe convinced 
me her chara&er had been counterfeited in it, which fo 
much aMi&ed me, that the very violence I did my ſelf 
reduced me to a Fever, which 1 ſtruggled with ſeveral 
days. On one whenl began to mend, ( during my ill- 
nels having been attended as it an only Son to the 
Countels ) a Page acquainted me, that a young Gentle- 
man a ſtranger, dclired to ſpeak with me 3 I ordered 
him to be brought in, who atter the uſual complements, 
inquired of me what was become of Alvaro and Narciſ- ' 
ſa, and being informed that neither of them was, or 
had bcen in Yalentia, tetching a deep ſigh he ſ\wounded 
away by my Bedſide: I called immediately for ſomebody 
to his affiſtance,and by that time they had brought him to 
himſelf again» looking heedfully on his face I knew the 
diſguiſed Youth to be Caſſandra, my Friends Miſtreſs : 
and being pertecly recovered, when the Company was 
xctired, atter having given her an account of my Adven- 
tures ſince I left Alicant, ſhe requited it by telling me 
That the ſatisfaction ſhe received by underſtanding from 
the Counteſſes Letter, of Alvaro's being ſafe at Valentia, 
was converted to the higheſt affliction, by a declaration 
ſhe had from her Father, ( inftigated thereto by Eftefa- 
aia her rigid Mgther-in-Law ) that in two days ſhe muſt 
reſolve to marry Mawritio, who had long pretended to 
her, or profeſs her {elf a Nun in what Covent ſhe ſhould 
make choice of.

© T had travelled ( ſaid ſheto me, tn continuing her Di. 
< courſe ) ſome days, when towards evening withdraw.

<« ving got a Room the fartheſt from thole were taken 
« up by ſome Company in the Houſe, there came to the 
« ſame place a Coach and fix. Horſes , out of which 
© alighted a young Gentleman and two Women, one of 
& which by the richneſs of her Garb ſeemed to. be at- 
* tended on by the other, and coming all up Stairs en- 
© txed into the very Room I was retired to, the Gentle. 
© man defiring me in-courtche to reſign it to the Lady 
< was with him, there being no other convenient one in 
< the Houſe empty, which I ſeemed very willing to do, 
© but defired I might not be expoſed to the notice of any 
« body in the Houſe, it importing me much to be con- 
© cealed. And the Gentleman taking ſome perticulat 
© obſervation of me, after ſeveral diſcourſes , having 
© upon his Inquiry tuld him of what place I was, 
© he asked me if I had any acquaintance with. Alvare 
<« Prada, F anſwered, that I not only knew him very 
< well, but was his Servant, and then travelled towards 
© Falentia to mect him, He was very glad at what 1 
<« (aid, and afſured me he was a moſt particular Friend to 
< my Alvaro, both having been formerly Students to- 
« acther in the Univerſity of Yallzadolid; the' intimacy 
< being contracted firſt between them on occafion of the 
«affinity: of their Names, he being called Alvaro Felix ; 
« and'ithen on a journey to Valentia with his Wife, who 
* was the Lady I ſaw with him, called Iſabel, the next 
< day they obliged me to bear them company,in their 
« Coach to Yalentia; I mult confeſs to you, that not only 
* the extraordinary Beauty but the ſhape and complection 
+ of the Lady were ſo conformable to that of Narciſe, I 
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« ould ſcarce be ſatisfied within my (elf but ſhe was the 
« fair Companion I had met with, which Alvaro Felix 
& half confirmed to me, by intimating that he was fully

< nuing that little Track we were in, it would bring ug 
< before the Coach to a Country Houſe they muſt of ne- 
< ceſfity paſs by 3 I not only yielded to his defire in go. 
< ing forward, but having climbed with ſome dithculty 
<« upa rocky Hill, at his requeſt ſat down with him tg 
< reſt our ſelves; when taking me faft by the hand he 
< told me I muſt no longer deceive him with the ſup 
& ſfitious name of Leonardo, fince he was fully convinced

about Alicant, 1 went directly to Denia where I heard 
ſome Spaniſh Gallics lay, which were to touch at that 
place in their Voyage thorow the Straits 3 but though 
my ill Fortune brought me thither two days affer they 
Sailed; upon Inquiry in the Townl learned ſeveral Cir- 
cumſtances which induced me to believe one of the Gallies 
carried my Friend and a Lady in his Company to Sevit. 
Upon this Intelligence, and being diſappointed of a Paf- 
ſage by Sea, I returned again'to Valentia, and gave Caf- 
ſandra an Account of what I had heard, who underſian- 
ding my Reſolution of going to Sevil, not only to find 
Alvaro, but to keep as far as I could from Alicant, where 
I was informed my Enemies lay, in continual watch to 
deliroy me 3 contrary to the Intreaties and perſwaſions 
both of the Countcſs and my ſelf, She would bear 
me Company in my Journey , which I feared to op- 
poſe too much, leſt as ſoon as I was gone, ſhe ſhould 
make ſuch another Venture as ſhe had from Alicante.

ling to refule the kindneſs, and leaving Caſſandra in our 
Veſſel was very handſomly Treated in the other, where 
we were very Pleaſant together, till rifing from Table, 
and going onthe Deck, I perceived a firong North-Ealt 
Wind which had riſen tince our coming into that Ship, 
had ſeparated us a great diſtance from our Company 
and the Sea growing high, it was impollible for us to 
return on Board, where I had left Caſſandra; I was ſenjj.- 
bly afflifted with the thoughts of leaving her alone cx- 
poſed to: the rudeneſs of Seamen without a Captain, 
one nigitt, fearing the might be diſcovered 3 but my di. 
fturbance was redoubled, with hnding the Storm increaſe 
as the Night grew on, and the next Morning ſcarce ſup- 
portable, when I could behold nothing but Waves 
which ran Mountain high, having loſt fight of all the 
Ships were in our Company the day before.

As to what concerns Caſſundra, 1 need only ac- 
quaint your Highneſs the Ship ſhe was on Board ar- 
riving ſafe at Cadiz, ſhe came the fame day to 
Sevill, and before cntring into any- houſe, met me | 
at St, Arſtins engaged with Grotillus , one paſlage . 
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I muſt not omit, which was the Letter at firſt brought
